McKlNLEY AND THE 8IIWKB QUES- 


TION. 


Major McKinley formally opened the 


Ohio campaign at Miles last Saturday. 
His address was elaborate and doubtless 
carefully studied. He said it is fortunate 
that tho issues involved in the campaign 
arc clearly defined that no misunder- 
standing or evasion can arise. On the 
silver question he expressed himself as 
follows: 


"The Democratic platform declares for 


free and unlimited coinage of the silver 
of the world. The Republican platform 
stands in opposition to anything short 
of a complete dollar, and approves the 
legislation of the last Congress, •which is 
a mighty bulwark for the protection of 
silver. The free coinage demanded by 
the Democratic platform means that all 
the silver of the world can be brought to 
the Mints of the United States and coined 
at the expense of tho Government; that 
tho United States Mints must receive 
413}£ grains of silver, worth 80 cent?, 
the world over, and coin therefor a silver 
dollar, which by the fiat of the Govern- 
ment, is to circulate among the people 
as a full dollar. It does not take n very 
wise man to see that this short dollar will 
become in time the exclusive circulating 
medium of the country. Gold will be 
taken from the circulation of the couu- 
. try and hoarded, and the effect will be 
that the circulating medium will be re- 
duced to the extent of the gold now cir- 
culating, and we will be compelled to do 
the business of the country with tho sil- 
ver dollar exclusively. 
We have not 


been able to secure an international ra- 
tio, which all the nations of the world 
would adopt, and with tho free coinage 
of silver the United States will be still 
further removed Irom an international 
agreement. 
The nations which are on a 


silver basis alone are the poorest nations 
of the world and are in constant financial 
disturbance and momentary disorder. 
Under the present condition the country 
cannot afford to chance it. If there is 
to be any profit in the coinage of silver 
it should go to the Government, as it has 
been ever since the Bland-Allison Act. 
This new declaration would give a profit 
to silver producers, and no class of peo- 
ple would suffer an much from the 80- 
cent dollar as the wage-earner and the 
agriculturist. 


•'I am iu favor of a double-standard, 


but not of free and nnlimited coinage, 
until the nations of the world join us in 
guaranteeing fiee silver, a status which 
their laws now accord to gold." 


Unlike many of the newspapers and 


politicians of Nevada, which talk free 
coinage and vote against it, Major 
Mo 


Kinley is outspoken on the subject and 
emphatically declares that free coinage 
is one of the issues of tho campaign and 
that he and the platform on which he 
was nominated, are against it. 
He be- 


lieves the profits on silver coinage should 
go to the Government instead of to the 
silver producer, and says that tho free 
coinage demanded by the Democratic 
platform means that all the silver of the 
world can be brought to the United 
States Mints and coined at the expense 
of the Government. 


Major McKinley displays unpardon- 


able ignorance on the silver question. 
He ought to know, what every schoolboy 
in Nevada is taught, that there are only 
371^ grains of silver in a standard dol- 
lar, and that the Government, during tho 
eighty-two years, from 1791 to 1873 in 
which the coinage of gold and silver was 
free at the Mints, paid iUelf for stamp- 
ing coins by putting ten per cent, alloy 
in them, and the United States could well 
afford to coin all of thoso metals in the 
world on such terms. 


For a person who sought notoriety by 


opposing everything foreign and adopt- 
ing the old Chinese policy of esclusiveness 
Major McKinley betrays a decided pro- 
deliction for European ideas on the sil- 
ver question. He does not hesitate to 
rake the Treasury to givo a bounty to 
Louisiana sugar planters and Vermont 
sap boilers, nor docs he object to taxing 
the people to keep up a tin-plate monop- 
oly, but he draws the lino at silver and 
is opposed to the miners deriving auy 
profit from the coinage of their product. 


If Stewart and Jones of Nuvudn, and 


Teller and Wolcott of Colorado, have the 
courage of their convictions, and p'nce 
free coinage and prosperity above pnrty 
success, they should enlighten tho peo- 
ple of Ohio on the silver question, and 
do what they can to defeat McKinley 
and his gold bug principles.

Merced, California, Experiences Some

Tbree Hundred and Forty Persons Per- 


ish In the Martinque Hurricane—A 
Mine DUaitter-Ait Attempt to Wreck 
A Train. 


A "brainless blunder" is what tho Chi- 


cago Tribune, the leading Republican 
paper of the Northwest, terms the wool 
schedule of the McKinley bill. 
The 


blunder cost wool growers from two to 
four cents per pound this year, wool be- 
ing that much lower than it was a year 
ago. 


The business portion of Slieridun, Cal- 


ifornia, was burned Sunday night. Only 
two buildings wore insured. The fire is 
supposed to have been caused by a lamp 
explosion. 


Recovering Bodies From the Ruin*. 


Special to the Journal. 


Nsw YOKE, August 24. —The work of 


delving for the dead in the ruins of Park 
Place continued throughout the night, dar- 
ing which five bodies were found, making 
a total of 74 victims of the awful explo- 
sion. 


At the morgue there ia a constant stream 


looking for their friends or relatives among 
the dea'cl. A sickening odor from the burnt 
bodies pervades the atmosphere. It Is now 
thoaght that the faulty construction of the 
bailding was the cause of tbe accident. 


By noon two more bodies were found. 


So far only the edgo of the rains have been 
searched. The firemen believe thf»t at 
least fifty bodies are still under the debris. 
It is thought by to-morrow afternoon all 
the bodies will be recovered. 


Six more bodies were found in the ruins 


at 3 o'clock, five of which were women or 
girls and one that of n boy. Three were 
identified by friends. 


District Attorney Nichols is considering 


the question of indicting the person or per- 
sons responsible tor the disaster. 
After a 


long consultation with his chief assistant, 
ex-Jadge Bedford, he placed the case in 
the hands qf Assistant District Attorney 
Townsend. 


By six o'clock two mote bodies were re- 


covered. Tbe odor of decomposing flesh 
that arises from the rnins is becoming un- 
bearable and disinfectants seem to produce 
bat little effect. 
City Chamberlain Train, 


whose mother owned the wrecked building, 
said to-day regarding Us construction: "It 
was built in 1872 and WAS acquired by his 
mother in 1887. I have always understood 
that it was well constructed and was never 
condemned, nor waa it considered unsafe. 


Regarding the claim that the stock ot 


martil and heavy presses on the upper floor 
caused it to collapse, there is nothing in it, 
for it has always been used for the same 
purpose it was used for at the time of the 
fire. From what I have been able to learn, 
the cause of the accident was fire followed 
by an explosion. A man who has been en-

LOVELOCKS. 


A. Thriving Farming Community and 


Abundance of Hlcli Land. 


The Big Meadows, near the Sink of 


Humboldt, about three hours' ride from 
Beno, presents a very attractive appear- 
ance at prestnt. 
The valley, of which 


the village of Lovelocks is about the can 
ter, contains about 100,000 acres of as rich 
soil as can be found in any other. The 
•oil ia alluvial, formed by the wain of the 
Humboldt river, which has 
evidently 


changed its course within the last two o 
three hundred years or perhaps later 
Thousands of acres ot land, which nndonbt 
edly at one time formed the bed ot th 
lake, is made of nla«k mold and decayec 
roots of tales and other plants that one 
grew in the water. Tbe soil is from two t 
twenty feet deep, and only requires culti 
vation and moisture to make it is product 
ive as any on the coast. 


ABUNDANT CHOPS. 


The -writer visited the Big Meadows ra 


oently, and iu the few hours at his dispost 
visited the ranches of Bonnifield & Hill 
John O'Eane, W. C. Pitt, Tiff Hanskins 
Bobert Welch and J. H. Thiea, which ar 
only a very few of the many large and pro 
dnctive farms in the immediate vicinity o 
Lovelocks. On each and all those farms 
some of which have just been reclaitue 
from the desert, are immense alfalfa an 
wheat fields. Alfalfa produces from fou 
to seven tons of bay to the acre in ordinary 
seasons, and the wheat fields from thirty 
five bushels on volunteer ground to fifty o 
more bushels on fields sown last Spring 
The greater part of the wheat has been har 
vested, bat late aown grain ia yet standing 
though ready for the header. 
In some 


fields, where water was used too freely 1st 
in the season, the grain is lodged anc 
rusted, being affected exactly the same as 
wheat on rich soil in the Mississippi Val 
ley t* by heavy roius late in June.

abundantly in the valley, and are of snpe

OBOWTH OF ALFALFA, 


Of which the second crop of this season ia 
now being harvested. The mowers out the 
grass about three or four days ahead of the 
stackers. It retains a bright green color in 
the stack, and as is generally known on 
this coast, makes the finest feed for milch 
cows, and cannot be excelled for fattening 
beef and mutton. 
Hogs also do well in 


Winter time on alfalfa bay and thrive on 
alfalfa pasturage in Summer. 
At present, 


in consequence of the scarcity of cattle on 
the range, the supply of alfalfa ia in excess 
of the home demand, and ten or a dozen 
cars are loaded daily with it for San Fran- 
cisco, where it finds ready sale, the price 
at present being about $12 per ton. The 
cost of transporting the bay to San Fran 
cisco is $3 per ton, but it has to be baled 
tor shipment at a coat of about $2 50 per 
ton. 
Assuming that the average yield is 


five tons per aore, the Bailroad Company 
receives $15 from the product of every acre 
of alfalfa shipped to California, 


ABEA UNDER CULTIVATION. 


Of the 100,000 or more acres susceptible 


of cultivation on the Big Meadows, pro 
vided water can be secured by storage or 
otherwise for irrigating, less than one- 
tenth ia now under cultivation. The lar< 
geat ranches are owned by Captain J. Mar 
zen and Marker Brothers, though there are 
several farmers, among them L. N. Car- 
penter, Andrew Weatfall, Henry Fuss, 
John Beed, Peter Anker, C. Baatian, the 
Dauns and Larsons, west of Lovelocks, who 
cultivate from 160 to three times that num 
ber of acres. The grain crop this year is 
estimated at about 8,000 tons, four-fifths of 
which is wheat and the rest barley. The 
alfalfa crop is variously estimated at from 
18,000 to 25,000 tons, and the potato crop 
of several hundred acres will yield largely, 


A STEAM THBESHEB. 


John Hill, who is among the most suc- 


cessful farmers, has jaat received a Bron- 
son— Pill thresher of the largest capacity 
and the moat approved separator, and a 
iwenty-flve-horse-power engine to run it. 
Tbia immense machine threshes and cleans 
'rom sixty to "seventy tons of grain daily. 
Tbe fuel used is greasewood or straw, 
whichever is moat convenient, and the 
grain, as it runs in a steady stream from 
the separator, ia free from chaff, cheat and 
extraneous matter and clean enough for 
seed. This machine, which ia capable ot 
threshing the whole crop of the valley in a 
few months, cost on the ground more than 
$4.000. 


THE TOWN OP LOVELOCKS. 


The village of Lovelocks, which was 


named for the pioneer, George Lovelocks, 
contains several stores, three hotels and a 
>roportionate number of saloons. It has a 
landaome depot, a good school-house and 
a fine ball. The latter is in the second 
story of 8. B. Young's brick building, and 
would be a credit to more pretentious 
owns than Lovelocks. P. K. Beed, who 
is engaged in merchandizing, ia building 
an addition to his store to accommodate 
his business.
